The  service  of 
his  own  son  in  Burma  jungles  and  that  of  hun- 
dreds of  other  men  whose  careers  included  duty 
on  every  continent  of  the  world  reflected  the 
ideals  of  lofty  patriotism,  undeviating  faith- 
fullness  to  obligation,  and  the  high  sense  of  this 
Virginia  gentleman. 


THE  ANNUAL  AWARD  of  the  Wysor  saber  to 
the  best  ROTC  commander  here  is  a  re- 
minder of  the  kind  of  leadership  which  our  late 
friend  worked  so  successfully  to  develop.  The 
lasting  memorial  of  Colonel  Wysor,  however, 
is  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men  who  will  pass 
on  to  others  the  fine  traditions  which  he  taught 
as  our  most  precious  heritage  and  as  the  essen- 
tials for  future  national  greatness.

Living   Endowment  Hits   New   Record 

As   Alumni   And   Friends  Join   In   Support 

of  Presbyterian  College  are  joining  with  alumni  in  this  increas- 
ing support. 

Although  the  average  gift  is  $29.31,  contributions  have  ranged 
up  and  down  the  scale  from  this  figure.  On  the  one  hand,  there 
are  35  members  of  the  Pacemaker  Club  ($250  and  over)  and  eight 
members  of  the  Century  Club  ($100  gifts).  And  yet  two-thirds 
of  the  total  donations  have  been  for  amounts  of  $10  and  under. 

So  participation  by  all — for  some  amount,  large  or  small — is 
stressed  as  the  key  to  success. 

Contributions  from  South  Carolinians  to  date  total  $6,951.82. 
North  Carolina  runs  second  with  $1,786;  and  Georgia  follows 
closely  with  $1,491. 
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ENROLLMENT  FOR  PC'S  79TH  SESSION 
TOTALED  518  students  as  174  new  students 
joined  344  returning  upperclassmen  for  the 
start  of  the  1959-60  session.  A  record  number 
of  applications  were  received  this  year,  but  the 
total  enrollment  fell  slightly  under  the  last 
session  because  of  a  decline  in  day  student 
registration.  Figures  from  the  registrar's  office 
show:  freshmen — 170;  sophomores — 182;  juniors 
— 87;  seniors — 73;  and  special  students — 6.  The 
on  and  off-campus  breakdown  reads:  boarding 
students — 410;  Clinton  area — 82;  and  out-of- 
town  students  living  off-campus — 25.

Swift  Wing-T  To  Topple  Opposition 

for  his  play  against  East  Carolina  and  against 
Furman;  and  Quarterback  Bob  Waters,  for  his 
Davidson  game  performance. 

Explosive  football  has  been  the  order  of  the 
day  as  Presbyterian  racehorses  capitalized  on 
fine  blocking  and  blazing  speed  for  long,  game- 
shattering  runs.  Pate's  90-yard  kickoff  return 
and  his  62-yard  run.  Waters'  67-yard  gallop 
and  Halfback  Dave  Morgan's  93-yard  punt 
return,  all  have  produced  touchdowns  at  cru- 
cial stages. 

Statistics  show  Pate  as  the  top  offensive 
performer  for  PC,  with  259 
yards  rushing  in  34  carries 
for  an  average  of  7.6  yards- 
per-try.  Waters  has  added  81 
yards  in  14  rushes  and  com- 
pleted 8  of  15  pass  attempts 
for  132  more  and  a  total  pro- 
duction of  213  yards. 
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n  VERSATILE  Presbyterian  College  alumnus 
heads  the  highly  esteemed  University  of 
North  Carolina  English  department  and  is  cre- 
ating an  outstanding  reputation  for  himself  in 
the  field  of  letters. 

He  is  Dr.  Hugh  Holman,  who  served  for  ten 
years  on  the  PC  faculty  after  being  graduated 
in  1936.  Last  year,  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  elevated  him  to  the  forefront  of  an 
academic  program  which  ranks  among  the  best 
in  the  South.  And  just  three  months  ago  he  was 
awarded  a  coveted  Kenan  Professorship  for 
distinguished  service. 

Dr.  Holman  is  recognized  as  a  scholar  and 
literarj'  critic.  He  also  has  been  a  successful 
writer  of  mystery  novels,  teacher  of  such  di- 
verse subjects  as  English  and  physics,  a  pub- 
licity director,  editor  of  a  regional  publishing 
house  and  college  dean. 

Refused   to   Become   President 

He  has  twice  refused  the  opportunity  to  be- 
come a  college  president.  And  early  in  his 
career,  he  rejected  an  offer  to  join  the  script- 
writing  staff  of  the  Columbia  Broadcasting 
System. 

Dr.  Marshall  W.  Brown,  president  of  Pres- 
byterian College — who  taught  Holman  and 
later  made  him  his  dean — sums  up  his  versa- 
tility in  these  words: 

"As  a  pre-medical  student  striving  for  ex- 


cellence in  scientific  studies,  as  a  mystery 
writer  creating  an  unusual  but  logical  plot,  as 
a  research  scholar  in  literature  or  as  a  talented 
classroom  teacher,  Hugh  Holman  was  never 
satisfied  with  himself  until  he  had  made  the 
utmost  effort  to  achieve  perfection." 

Medicine's  loss,  when  Holman  remained  at 
PC  as  an  instructor,  proved  a  gift  to  the  literary 
forces  of  the  Carolinas.  And  intellectuals  of  this 
state  in  particular  may  anticipate  the  biography

he  is  now  preparing  of  William  Gilmore  Simms, 
South  Carolina's  prolific  writer  of  ante-bellum 
days. 

Dr.  Holman  believes  that  "the  problem  of 
seeing  Simms  steadily  and  as  a  piece — if  not 
'whole' — is  one  which  has  been  pretty  badly 
abused  in  the  last  three-quarters  of  a  century, 
with  the  result  that  his  present  status  in  Amer- 
ican literary  study  is  unsettled  and  confused." 
Most  dissertations  on  the  man  "emphasize  lim- 
ited aspects  of  Simms  and  seldom  attempt  to  see 
him  in  large  perspective". 

These  statements  and  others  appearing  in  a 
recent  Holman  article  in  the  American  Quar- 
terly give  an  insight  into  the  author's  views  on 
Simms  and  the  general  direction  his  biography 
will  take.  Dr.  Holman  also  writes: 

His    Biography   of   William   Gilmore  Simms 

The  larger  point  of  William  Gilmore  Simms' 
career  "is  that  he  was  a  professional  man  of 
letters  who  lived  in  the  South.  In  his  late  teens 
he  was  writing  for  magazines  and  the  stage;  in 
his  twenties  he  was  editing  magazines  and 
newspapers.  After  the  collapse  of  his  newspaper 
venture,  in  which  he  supported  the  unpopular 
side  of  Jackson  in  the  Nullification  controversy, 
he  turned  his  face  Northward  and  began  a  ca- 
reer on  a  national  scale  at  twenty-six  as  a  poet, 
short  story  writer  and  novelist.  From  that 
time  forward  Simms  regarded  himself  as  a 
national  man  of  letters — novelist,  poet,  drama- 
tist, essayist,  biographer,  historian,  editor;  and 
his  well-being  fluctuated  with  the  economic 
fortunes  of  national  publishing  and  with  the 
critical  fortunes  of  the  'Young  America'  group 
with  which  he  was  firmly  identified.  Even  his 
'regionalism'  had  roots  in  the  nationalistic  aims 
of  the  'Young  Ameiica'  group,  and  he  seems 
always  to  have  seen  himself  as  a  member  of  a 
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national  brotherhood  of  letters,  however  much 
he  was  a  sectionalist  politically  and  socially. 

".  .  .  Yet  Simms  was  a  Southerner  by  politi- 
cal conviction.  Social  and  political  issues  were 
powerfully  at  the  fore  in  his  mind.  His  career 
as  a  man  of  letters  who  possessed  most  of  the 
artistic,  critical,  social  and  political  attitudes  of 
his  region  is  a  remarkably  instructive  record 
of  one  aspect  of  popular  literature  and  the 
literary  life  in  nineteenth-century  America  as 
well  as  an  illuminating  commentary  on  ante- 
bellum Southern  culture." 

It  is  through  this  wide-angle  perspective 
that  Dr.  Holman  attempts  to  focus  on  the  lit-

erary  spokesman  of  the  Old  South.  He  has  been 
working  on  this  biography  for  the  past  three 
years.  Except  for  a  semester's  leave-of-absence 
in  the  spring  of  1957  for  research  on  the  project, 
however,  he  has  been  forced  to  limit  this  work 
to  a  spare-time  basis.  This  means  probably 
another  year  before  the  book  will  be  completed. 
Dr.  Holman  brings  to  this  task  a  solid  repu- 
tation as  a  literary  critic.  He  is  a  co-author  of 
The  Developvient  of  Avierican  Literature  Crit- 
icism and  of  Virginia  in  History  and  Tradition. 
and  he  has  had  some  45  scholarly  articles  and 
reviews  published  in  the  leading  journals  of 
the  field  over  the  past  ten  years.  One  on 
Thomas  Wolfe  has  been  reprinted  in  an  an- 
thology Writing  for  Experience:  another  on 
Chaucer,  in  an  anthology  of  the  best  Chaucer 
scholarship  entitled  Chaucer  Criticism. 

Fellow   Scholars   Add   Laurels 

Among  the  offices  to  which  fellow  scholars 
in  professional  societies  have  elected  this  South 
Carolinian  recently  are:  chairman  (1956)  of  the 
American  Literature  section,  South  Atlantic 
Modern  Language  Association;  president  (1958) 
of  the  Southeastern  American  Studies  Associa- 
tion; chairman  (1957)  of  the  Modern  Language 
Association  Conference  on  Problems  in  the 
Studj'  of  Southern  Literature;  and  biblio- 
grapher (since  1957)  for  the  American  Litera- 
ture Group  of  the  Modern  Language  Associa- 
tion. 

He  has  been  editor  of  College  English,  a 
journal  of  the  American  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English. 

Thus,  by   scholarly   reputation   in   his   field 
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of  American  literature,  Hugh  Holman  is  highly 
regarded  as  a  critic.  He  also  proved  himself  a 
fine  craftsman  in  less  formidable  fields  of 
writing  earlier  in  his  career. 

After  receiving  his  BS  degree  from  Presby- 
terian College  in  1936,  Holman  stepped  in  first 
as  publicity  director  and  then  as  director  of 
radio.  He  guided  the  PC  radio  program  for  four 
years — teaching  radio  writing,  speech  and  pro- 
duction to  students  and  producing  a  stream  of 
more  than  200  recorded  historical  plays  which 
were  used  by  various  radio  stations  of  the  state. 

He  seized  spare  time  from  this  crowded 
schedule  to  produce  a  series  of  fast-moving 
mystery  books  that  were  translated  into  several 
foreign  languages.  His  Sheriff  Macready  de- 
tective stories  carried  such  titles  as:  Troiit  in 
the  Milk.  Slay  the  Murderer,  Up  This  Crooked 
Way  and  Another  Man's  Poison. 

He  also  assisted  Dr.  William  P.  Jacobs,  then 
president  of  Presbyterian  College,  as  an  editor 
for  the  Jacobs  Press.  And  when  the  impact  of 
war  hit  the  PC  campus,  Holman  taught  physics 
to  Army  Air  Force  units  receiving  pre-flight 
training  there  and  served  as  academic  coordina- 
tor for  the  detachment. 

When  Dr.  Marshall  W.  Brown  stepped  up 
from  dean  to  succeed  Dr.  Jacobs  as  president 
early  in  1945,  he  immediately  elevated  Hugh 
Holman  to  the  deanship.  It  seemed  a  natural 
choice  to  Dr.  Brown — although  Holman  at  that 
time  had  not  yet  acquired  his  doctorate — and 
subsequent  accomplishments  applaud  this  judg- 
ment. 

The  versatile  PC  alumnus  took  leave  to  work 
toward  his  doctorate  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1946.  Teaching  part-time  in  the 
UNC  English  department  to  help  defray  his 
expenses,  he  devoted  three  years  to  the  task 
and  emerged  in  1949  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate 
with  a  Ph.D.  degree  in  American  literature. 

A  few  days  later,  Hugh  Holman  became  a 
regular  part  of  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina faculty,  accepting  an  appointment  as  assis- 
tant professor  of  English.  His  steady  rise  there

manship of  the  department  two  years  later.  And 
in  the  meantime,  his  administrative  talents  had 
been  drafted  once  more — first  as  assistant  dean 
(1953-54)  and  then  as  chairman  (1954-55)  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Sharing  his  career  has  been  his  wife,  the 
former  Verna  McLeod  '39  of  Ocala,  Fla.,  whom 
he    met    when  they    were    fellow    students    at 


Presbyterian  College.  The  have  a  young  son  and 
daughter. 

Presbyterian  College  paid  tribute  to  his 
achievements  in  1955  with  a  special  alumni  ci- 
tation awarded  at  its  Diamond  Jubilee  Convo- 
cation.

Frank   W.    Chandler   '44 

Dr.  Frank  W.  Chandler,  Jr.  '44  was  killed  in 
the  crash  of  an  air  force  helicopter  in  Green- 
land on  August  26. 

An  air  force  flight  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 


major,  he  had  been  transferred  to  Thule  Air 
Base  in  Greenland  last  January  to  take  charge 
of  the  hospital  there.  Dr.  Chandler  had  de- 
livered an  Eskimo  patient  to  her  home  after  an 
operation  and  was  returning  to  the  base  at  the 
time  of  the  accident.  Two  crew  members  and 
four  other  passengers  were  killed  in  the  crash, 
about  11  miles  north  of  Thule. 

A  native  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  the  PC  graduate 
had  received  his  medical  degree  from  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  South  Carolina.  He  had  been  sta- 
tioned at  Shaw  Air  Force  Base  in  1950-51  and 
was  at  Armarillo,  Tex.,  before  being  transferred 
to  Greenland. 

His  mother,  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Chandler,  Sr., 
and  brother  Ladson,  both  of  Sumter,  survive. 


Col.   Robert   E.    Wysor,   Jr. 

.  Col.  Pvobert  E.  Wysor,  Jr.,  retired  U.  S.  Army 
officer  and  former  commander  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  military  department,  died  on  Au- 
gust 28  after  several  years  of  declining  health 
and  an  illness  of  ten  days.  He  was  67. 

Col.  Wysor  rendered  outstanding  service  to 
PC  during  the  eight  vears  of  his  service  here 
(1929-1937),  directing"  the  ROTC  unit  longer 
than  any  other  officer  in  the  program's  history. 
His  detachments  consistently  won  commenda- 
tions for  excellence  at  summer  encampments, 
and  the  student  yearbook  PaC  SaC  was  dedi- 
cated to  him  twice — in  1935  and  in  1937. 

A  native  of  Dublin,  Va.,  and  graduate  of  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute,  Col.  Wysor  never- 
theless returned  to  Clinton  to  make  his  home 
upon  his  retirement  from  the  army.  He  served 
as  an  officer  in  World  War  I.  winning  the  Silver 
Star,  and  he  received  the  Legion  of  Merit  for 
his  work  as  plans  and  training  officer  at  Camp 
Blanding,  Fla.,  in  World  War  II. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former  Sarah 
Bell  of  Staunton,  Va.;  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Wysor  Jordan  of  Kinston.  N.  C,  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Kent  Wysor  Ivey  of  Fort  Benning, 
Ga.;  one  brother;  and  seven  grandchildren.
